LSTTER OF R.A ALSTON TO H. I. KIMBALL, 
ATLANT4S, Ga, March 30, 1874. 
H IL. KIMBALL: 

Dear Sir:—Your letter in reply to mibe of 
former date, under care to your brother, J, 
C. Kimball, was duly received and has been 
carefully and deliberately considered. I 
thank you for the frankness with which 
you expres; your views as to the relationgs 
which must govern us in any future trans- 
actions. it does honor to yuur head and 
heart. Ibeg leave to reply with the same 
frankness and to state to you that I am ful- 
ly in accord with your views. Iwasan old 
Whig, and while 1 believe in the abstract, 
that the whole duty of goveroment is dis- 
charged when it affurds protection to person 
and property, and leaves all else to regulate 
itself, yet this view in the present situa‘ion 
of the country, and especia!ly in reference 
to our situation in Georgia, is wholly im 
practicable and would stop very far short 
of enabling us to develop the resources of 
this country during the present century to 
any reasonable extent. 

Re.udiation, or even the odor of repudia 
tion, ig very distastefulto a large majority 
of the people of Georgia. Tobe placed on 
the defensive, to be placei in a situation 
where it even becomes necessary to explain 
why our obligations, no matter how they 
accrued, are not met, isa sorc pill to every 
true Georgian. Thousands who think and 
feel this way were deterred from expressing 
their opinions by the tremendous reaction 
which followed your failure and Bullock’s 
flight. Calm, sober reason is row reassum- 
ing the sway which they surrendered for 
many months. 

Your return to Georgia and the dignified 
good sense that characterizes every move- 
ment you made while you were here has 
done as mucb, if not more, than all else to 
restore the equilibrium of public justice.

It becomes our pa:niul duty to chroni- 
cle the tragic termination of the military 
ball at Spire’s Hall, Tuesday night, by 
the killing of Thomas Atkins, son of our 
townsman Atkins, Eq, by Thomas 
Sneed, son of the late Judge Wm.

It occurrred in this way: At about 
2:30 o’clock yesterday morning, while 
the merriment of the dance was at its 
highest, the two parties, Sneed and At- 
kin got into a quarrel in the cloak room, 
adjoining the ball room, which termin- 
ated in Sneed’s drawing a pistol and 
shooting Atkin, the ball entering the left 
cheek and ranging upwards, causing his 
deata in about six to tena 
minutcss A general stampede and c2a- 
fusion ensued, and several parties were 
run over in getting out of the building. 
Dr. Drake was sumu.oned instantly, but 
the shot was fatal. Ile didnot spak 
after it. 

Sneed gave himself up to policeman 
Harris, and was given into the custody 
of Sheriff Swan, who had him guardea 
in his room at the Lamar House ducing 
the night. 

L. C. Shepard, esq , was sent for, who 
summered a jary of inquest over the 
body, and after an inyestigation, they 
arrived at he yerdict of ‘‘death by a 
pistol shot in the hands of Thomas 
Sneed,” adding that it was feloniously 
done. 

The inquest was decided, however, to 
be illegal, and Coroner Recs: summoned 
another jury, yesterday, who, after hear- 
ing the evidence, rendered the verdict, 
‘that he came to his death by a pistol 
shot in the hands of Thomas Sneed,”’ 
and that the shooting was ‘‘unlawful.’’
